Last year more than 5,000 Cana- 
dians died of tuberculosis, 324 of 
these in Manitoba. We are in the 
habit of congratulating ourselves on 
the fact. that tuberculosis has been 
pushed from first to seventh. place as 
# cause of death. While we may be 
thankful for this progress we should 
not forget that tuberculosis is the 
greatest’ cause of death between the 
ages of 15 and 45 years and with life 
expectation being roughly 65 years, 
you can:see how wasteful this discase 
is, in life years and these the most 
productive years. Such facts are re- 
grettable since tuberculosis is curable 
and can be prevented and curbed to 
such an extent that it could become 
a@ very négligible factor in the health 
picture. ‘ 4 : 
How can this be done, you ask? 
It can be.done by finding all the 
cases of tuberculosis that exist at 
present and providing treatment for 
them until they are no longer in- 
fectious. aes 
Tuberculosis is a secretive disease. 
It does not blazon forth its symptoms 
until the mischief: is well advanced. 
Cough, expectoration, tiredness and 
loss of weight, when due to. tubercu- 
losis, usually means disease that is 
more or less advanced. This results 
in the necessity for prolonged treat- 
ment and increases the probability 
that the germ has been passed on to 
someone else in the family or com- 
munity. ‘The only means of wiping 
out tuberculosis is prevention; which

. one of these steps, the Government has decided that the 
_ use of U.S. dollars for pleasure travel spending must be 
reduced. To ensure this reduction in a way that is fair to 
all, an annual “travel ration” has been established. -As 
in the past — a Form H permit is required’ by anyone 
taking out of Canada more than $10 U.S. or more than 
a total of $25 in'‘Canadian and foreign currencies.

Pleasure Travel 


Regulations now provide that the maximum amount .of U.S. dollars 
_which any Canadian resident may obtain for pleasure travel pur- 
poses is $150 per-year. In the case of children of eleven years and 
under, the amount is $100. Theré iso restriction on the number of 
trips as long as this annual allotment is not exceeded. Any ' U.S. 
,dollars obtained for one trip and not used on thafftrip must be 
brought back .to Canada ‘and exchanged for’ Canadian dollars at 
a bank immediately on retum. No credit’ for these funds can be 
allowed against the annual ration for. subsequent trips, 


Personal Purchases_of U.S. Goods | 
A Canadian tourist should remember that the new. restrictions apply- 
ing to imports from the United States govern his personal purchases 
there. He may not bring back any merchandise which has. now been 
prohibifed or which may now-only be imported on a quota. basis. 
The list of goods covered by the new import restrictions is an extensive 
one. Tourists contemplating any particular purchase jin the’ United 
States would be wise, before leaving’ the country, to ask Canadian 
Customs Officials if this purchase will be admitted, bi ;
